Major emphasis was placed 
on w hat was bad ami undesirable, to 
the virtual exclusion of what was good 
and desirable. 
The depression 
was 
dramatized in terms of the tragically 
and r a p i d l y increasing arm y of unem­ 
ployed. 
Business occupied that pre­ 
cise point in the economic system 
where 
the issues of unemployment 
and wage and salary reductions were 
joined. 
"It was the business executive who 
had to make the final decision as to 
whether more employees were to be 
dismissed or further pay roll reduc­ 
tions w ere to be initiated. In innum ­ 
erable instances this had to be done 
when the company still recorded on 
its balance sheet a substantial su r­ 
plus. 
Little cognizance was given to

pursue such courses of action.

deed, scarcely any 
recognition was 
given to the large number of cases in

Business men 
themselves are among the first to ad­ 
mit that corporate management in the 


d e c a d e following the World W ar made 
I many m istakes and allowed evils and 
abuses to develop which later con­ 
tributed to the severity aud extensive­ 
ness of the depression. 
“But business leadership generally 
in those years displayed greater vis­ 
ion and ingenuity than did the leader­ 
ship in many other fields, including 
those of government and finance. To­ 
day. in the afterm ath of this indict­ 
ment of business to which I have 
alluded, there still prevail misconcep­ 
tions and m isinterpretations concern­ 
ing business which must be eliminat- 
* d if recovery is to receive its full and 
effective impetus.” — New York Daily 
Investment News, Nov. 27.
